REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention, as recited in the independent claims 
blow. 

Claim 1 recites a method of performing parity operations in a redundant data 
storage system including the steps of preselecting parity coefficient subsets for use 
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in the different parity operations, storing ail of tiie pre-seiected parity coefficient 
subsets in a memory, determining wtiich of tfie stored subsets of parity 
coefficients is needed for the particular parity operation, and performing the 
particular parity operation with the subset of parity coefficients that was read 
from the memory. 

Claim 7 recites a method including the steps of forming groups of the subsets, 
calculating an offset in a linear memory array of a particular group group i 
corresponding to a subset size Li in accordance with a predefined function ofN 
and Li, and reading a subset of values from the particular group at the calculated 
offset in the linear memory array. 

Claim 10 recites a disk controller that performs parity operations in a redundant 
data storage system including memory for storing subsets of parity coefficients 
corresponding respectively to different parity-related computation scenarios, hardware 
parity computation logic configured to any particular parity-related operation by 
a scenario of the operation, reading the corresponding subset of parity 
coefficients from the memory, and performing the particular parity-related 
operation with the subset of parity coefficients read from the memory. 

Consequently, independent claims 1, 7 and 10 are allowed over the prior arts of 

record. Claims 2-6, 8, 9 and 11-13 are directly or indirectly depended upon independent 

claims 1, 7 and 10 and therefore are also allowable.
